' Affairs in Parliament, during tbe past neck, 
appears to have taken. quite a turn — there 
having been several spirited debates on differ- 
ent public questions ; but never in the history 
of Canadian politics have Ministers cut so 
sorry a figure as the present Administration. 
McNab and Hincks have attempted to bully

Wo hovo since lonrnod thai 30 have boon 
injured ; and it i» more than probablo that 
tho killed nnd injured ara chiefly emigrants, 

It is sufficiently nppnront Ihnt tho accident 
occurred through gross nogligcnco and mis- 
management, or why should u gravel train 
havo been stonding on tho main track when 
a regular traiu was passing along ? That 
thoro bus bcon carolaisncss 6omowhore, is 
evident onoui*h; and if not on tho part of 
tho workman ongnged on the gravel train, 
Iho Express Train must havo ucen in ad- 
vance of tbo usual time. 'Iho latlor con- 
jecture is oxtrerpcly problematical. Wo 
trust tho Company will couso a rigid inves- 
tigation to bo mode inio'the mutter, indepen- 
dent of that which will be instituted betbre 
tho Coroner's Jury. Accidcntson tho Great 
Western Railway oro becoming fnr too fre- 
quently to bo slightly passed over as thoy 
havo hithorto bcon, nnd wo hopo that if tho 
Company do not move in tho manor, rnouiis 
will bo adopted to compel them to afford' bot* 
lor security to tho lives of passengers. Tho 
Company havo not a petition beforo Parlia- 
ment, asking for certain amendments to their 
charter, among thorn ono providing lor pro- 
tection against liabilities for accidents, ft 
would be woll for tho public to speak out in 
time, 1 in order to prevent them acquiring 
such powers. 

\vnnTirER. particulars. 
Our pen trembles as wo record tho melan- 
choly result of. tho disaster alluded to above. 
: The worst of the sad affairs hos not yet 
been told. Owing to thu secrecy enjoined 
upon the officials in tho employ of the com- 
pany hero, and religiously preserved by 
them, not a word of information could be 
elicited : the consequenco was that all sorts 
of rumors wero nfloet, through the city.— 
Wo have, however, waited to tho l*st mo- 
ment, in expectation of receiving fuller and 
more'eorrect particulars that are contained in 
the short dispatch given above, nnd it ap- 
pears that the number giv^nnt 10, is total- 
ly incorreui. We learn by private despatch, 
from London, last night, that upwards of 50 
were killed by .the fearful collision ; and it 
fa further stated a gentleman telegraphed to 
Toronto that 00 wore already dead. 

These are all tho particulars wo could learn 
and the probability i% that the result is even 
worse that is represented. The conduct of 
iho company in enjoining secrecy upon 
those in their employ, is highly represented. 
Wo shall have more to say on iho subject 
I on Monday. 

We are informed by R. P. Toms, Esq., 
of this city who was also a passenger on the 
train at the timo of tlio collision, that no 
blamo can be attached to tho engineer oi 
the train, as he had taken every precaution 
by telegraphing from ono station to another, 
by waiting for trains to pass, and by tbe 
strictest orders lo run very slow, to avoid 
any accident. The censure, he thinks, must 
rest solely with those in charge of tho grav- 
el train, and with the watchaman left to give 
notice when the last train had passed, who 
instead of attending to his duty, seems to 
have fallen asleep,— at any rate, he. gave 
falso information to the engineer.. Why 
tho gravel train was on tho track at such n 
time, is for those to explain who have thus 
caused this fearful loss of life. Mr. Thorns 
informs us, that when he left tho scene of 
the disaster, it had hecnj ascertained that 25 
men, 11 women, 11 children had been kil- 
led, and 21 men, and 20 women and child- 
ren badly injured— ono half probably fatal- 
ly. It was thought that as many as fifteen 
dead bodies were stilt buried in tho ruins
